Social  Conditions. 

During  the  Summer  Months  there  is  a large  influx  of  visitors  to  the  district,  a decided 

increase  year  after  year.  There  are  no  local  industries,  except  the  three  Tobacco  Works,  whose 
brand  is  well  known  over  North  Wales-  A large  percentage  of  the  men  belong  to  the  sea-faring 
class,  and  their  families  reside  in  the  district-  About  one  half  of  the  area  is  agricultural  in 
character. 

The  position  of  un-employment  during  the  year  under  review  remains  the  same  as  last 
year,  with  the  exception  that  more  men  employed  by  the  County  Council  on  the  Bull  Bay  Road 
improvement  scheme.

Influenza  accounted  for  deaths  of  two  males  and  two  females,  which  equals  a rate  of 
15  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

Circulatory  Diseases- 

Three  persons  died  from  Cerebral  Haemorrhage,  seventen  from  Heart  Disease,  and  one 
from  other  circulatory  disease,  this  equals  a rate  of  8'3  per  1,000  of  the  population. 


General  Provision  of  Health  Services  for  the  Area, 


One  fully  trained  Nurse  and  one  Maternity  Nurse  reside  in  the  district.  The  only  un- 


Midwife  has  ceased  to  practice  altogether  The  two  Nurses  referred  to  above  are  under 


the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  the  Superintendent  of  Nurses.  These  Officials  report 


also  to  the  Medical  Inspection  of  the  Education  Authority  regarding  the  work  done  in  the 
Schools.  Both  Nurses  act  as  Health  Visitors  to  expectant  mothers,  and  to  children  up  to 
five  years  of  age. 

I-ocal  Government  Act  1929 — JVaternity  and  Child  Welfare- 

Under  Section  101  of  the  Local  Government  Act  1929,  a scheme  prepared  by  the  Anglesey 
County  Council  and  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  for  the  payment  by  the  Council  of 
annual  contributions  towards  the  expenses  of  the  voluntary  Associations  in  providing  maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Services  in  and^for  the  benefit  of  the  County.  The  scheme  works  smoothly 
and  satisfactorily.  The  Local  Committee  purchased  a motor  car  for  the  purpose. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

Suspected  Sputum  was  examined  by  the  King  Edward  the  Seventh  National  Memorial 
Association,  and  throat,  swabs,  blood,  etc.  by  Messrs.  Evans,  Sons,  Lescher  & Webb,  Runcorn, 
and  by  the  Virol  Research  Association,  London. 

Samples  of  water  from  Public  Wells,  Shafts,  etc.,  were  analysed  chemically  and 
bacteriologically  by  Messrs.  Harold  Lowe,  of  Chester  Milk  and  Food  stuffs  were  supervised 
by  the  Inspector  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act.  of  the  County  Council.

N ursing  in  the  Home 

The  two  Local  Nurses  visit  the  sick  and  injured  at  their  homes. 

School  Clinics. 

There  is  one  School  Clinic  in  the  area,  which  i s held  at  the  Council  School, 'and  is  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  County  Education  Authority,  It  applies  to  the  children  from  the  Elementary 
Schools  of  the  district  for  orthopaedic,  minor  ailments,  and  dental  treatment.  The  district  Nurse 
attends  the  Clinic  twice  a month,  ithe  Medical  Officer  and  the  Masseuse  once  a month,  and  the 
School  Dentist  according  to  his  time-table  for  the  County. 

Infant  Welfare  Centre. 

This  Centre  is  for  the  town  and  adjoining  districts-  The  average  attendance  during  the 
year  was  45,  and  the  Centre  retains  its  popularity  and  usefulness.

All  the  Hospitals  were  provided  or  subsidised  by  the  County  Council.

The  scheme  has  proved  quite  satisfactory. 

SECTION  C. 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Water  Supply. 

The  Water  supply  consists  of  Pumps,  Wells,  Springs,  Private  Wells  and  Shafts,  and  also 
the  water  from  the  drainage  of  the  sub-soil.  There  are  twenty  six  public  Wells,  and  these  were 
frequently  inspected  and  cleansed,  and  had  an  adequate  supply  of  water.  Sixteen  of  the  above 
mentioned  Wells  are  covered,  and  have  a pump  connected  to  them,  whilst  the  remaining  ten  are 
well  protected  with  stone  or  brick  walls,  but  without  pumps. 

Complaint  was  received  of  the  distance  for  water  supply  to  the  new  Council  houses  in 
Madyn  Road. 

A sample  of  water  was  taken  from  a shaft  in  a field  of  Madyn  Dysw.  Report  on  the 
chemical  analysis  is  as  follows  : — Judged  by  the  above  analysis  this  sample  is  satisfactory,  the 
water  being  suitable  in  all  respects  for  drinking  and  domestic  use,  Bacteriological  report,  this 
sample  is  satisfactory. 

The  majority  of  the  houses  in  Bull  Bay  district  are  supplied  with  water  from  a private 
reservoir,  which  is  the  property  of  the  Anglesey  Estate.  During  the  year  under  review  the 
majority  of  the  Public  Wells  were  cleansed,  and  the  pumps  painted. 

Proposed  Water  Scheme- 

A joint  Committee  was  appointed  representing  the  Twrcelyn  Rural  District  Council,  and 
this  Authority  with  the  object  of  securing  water  supply  from  the  rivers  known  as  “ Afon  Wygyr  ” 
and  “ Afon  Meddanen.”  Prolonged  correspondence  took  place  during  the  year  with  the  legal 
adviser  of  the  owner  of  the  land  adjoining  these  rivers,  but  so  far,  nothing  has  materialised. 
The  Authority  consulted  Mr.  C.  H.  Adams,  Water  Engineer  to  the  Twrcelyn  Rural  District 
Council,  and  Mr.  H.  B.  Ward,  Water  Engineer,  who  represented  this  district  during  these 
negotiations- 
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Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  following  drains  were  repaired  during  the  year,  viz : back  of  Salem  Street,  Well 
Street  and  Wesley  Street.  Complaints  were  received  of  a nuisance  emanating  from  the  main 
public  drain  at  Bull  Bay,  and  also  from  a drain  opposite  Trecastell  Private  Hotel.  The  former 
was  extended  to  deeper  water,  and  as  regards  the  latter  the  nuisance  was  caused  by  a damaged 
pipe. 

The  Public  Convenience  erected  in  Amlwch  Port,  has  filled  a long  felt  want,  and  here  I 

must  stress  the  importance  of  having  a Public  Convenience  in  the  town  area  as  soon  as  possible- 

The  absence  of  such  building  is  a source  of  resentment  among  the  inhabitants,  and  a source  of 

danger  to  the  health  of  the  community-  Plans  were  submitted  for  the  approval  of  the  Ministry 

of  Health,  who  objected  to  the  drain  (containing  only  urine)  discharging  into  the  Red  River.  In 

view  of  the  objection,  a sample  of  water  was  taken  from  the  Red  River  and  sent  for  analysis.

A Septic  Tank  was  constructed  at  Graianfryn  which  was  approved  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 
Several  travelling  Gipsies  with  their  Caravans  were  a source  of  nuisance  in  the  district,  due  to 
their  primitive  Sanitary  arrangements.  The  dumping  ground  at  Ponc-y-felin  was  frequently 
inspected,  and  found  satisfactory.  Surface  and  slop  water  drains  are  provided  for  the  whole  of 
the  Town  area,  and  a greater  part  of  the  Port  area. 
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Rivers  and  Streams. 

Some  of  the  old  drains  discharge  their  contents  into  the  Red  River,  which  contains  as 
stated  above,  water  strongly  impregnated  with  copper  sulphate.  No  action  was  taken,  as  no 
complaint  was  received  about  any  of  them. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

The  water  closet  system  is  still  on  the  increase  in  the  district,  particularly  in  the  case  of 
new  houses.  The  closets  are  directly  connected  with  the  septic  tanks  or  cesspools  In  the  Bull 
Bay  area  most  of  the  houses  are  connected  with  the  main  drain  which  discharges  into  the  sea- 
The  pail  system  is  more  commonly  used  in  the  Town  and  Port  areas-  Each  house-holder  has 
the  option  of  having  a pail  closet,  or  an  ordinary  privy  granting  there  is  an  open  space  of  60  feet 
between  it  and  the  nearest  dwelling  house.  The  pail  with  its  contents  is  removed  weekly  or 
oftener  when  necessary  by  the  sanitary  cart  to  the  tipping  ground  when  it  is  treated  with 
lime,  etc- 

Public  Cleansing. 

A whole  time  scavenger  is  employed,  who  attends  to  the  surface  water  drains,  and  the 
general  cleanliness  of  the  streets,  and  to  the  removal  of  anything  that  might  give  rise  to  a 
nuisance.  Several  cesspools  were  cleansed  during  the  year. 

Shops  and  Offices-

Smoke  Abatement. 

No  action  was  necessary. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

There  is  no  Public  Swimming  Baths  in  the  district,  but  there  is  a good  deal  of  sea-bathing. 
In  Bull  Bay  there  is  a private  swimming  bath  belonging  tc  the  Hotel,  which  is  filled  and  emptied 
by  the  flow  and  ebb  of  the  tide. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 


No  action  was  necessary- 
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Elementary  Schools. 

There  are  two  Council  Schools  and  one  Church  of  England  School  in  the  area.  The  two 
former  Schools  are  fairly  modern  buildings,  and  satisfactory  in  every  respect  as  regards  ventil- 
ation and  sanitary  condition.  The  Church  of  England  School  is  an  old  building,  and  has  been 
condemned  by  the  County  Education  Authority.

The  surface  water  on  the  road  leading  to  the  Amlwch  Council  School  has  been  a nuisance 
for  some  time-  Recently  a drain  was  made,  and  connected  to  the  main  drain,  and  I do  not 
anticipate  any  further  trouble.  Rain  water  tanks  were  cleansed,  and  filters  for  drinking  water 
were  provided.  The  Amlwch  Council  School  was  closed  for  a period  owing  to  the  prevalence 
of  Whooping  Cough.

Twenty  four  new  Council  Houses  were  built  during  the  year,  thus  making  a total  of  fifty. 
It  is  proposed  to  build  an  additional  thirty  houses  during  the  year  1939.  Only  three  house* 


were  built  by  private  enterprise-  Huts  were  erected  to  the  following  houses,  viz : Tynrheol, 
Hallows,  66,  Mona  Street.  33,  Market  Street,  and  Brynafon.  Alterations  were  carried  out  to  the 
following  houses,  Ty  Gwyn,  Grogan  Goch,  25,  Mona  Street  (shop),  83,  Upper  Quay  Street,  3 and 
5,  Llaneilian  Iload,  Shop  at  rear  of  Dinorben  Hotel,  and  3,  Mona  Lodge.  A survey  of  the  houses 
within  the  district  was  made  by  Mr.  T-  E-  Thomas,  Architect,  and  Mr  William  Roberts,  the 
Sanitary  Inspector,  which  will  be  presented  to  the  Members  of  the  Council  in  due  course.  An 
undertaking  to  recondition  twenty  houses  was  given  by  the  owners,  and  in  fifteen  cases  was 
carried  out  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Authority,  and  in  a few  instances  the  work  had  not  been 
completed,  and  as  regards  the  remainder  the  period  was  extended-  The  number  of  houses 
demolished  was  two,  making  a total  of  29.  I received  a complaint  about  63,  Machine  Street, 
the  roof  been  in  an  unsatisfactory  condition,  and  was  eventually  repaired.  I inspected  several 
houses  during  the  year.  I found  the  old  property  at  Carmel  Spuare,  converted  into  a good 
roomy  house-  In  Olinda  Villa  which  I found  in  a stage  of  reconditioning  there  was  deficient  head- 
room  in  the  sleeping  room,  this  could  be  improved  by  the  removal  of  the  grog-loft,  and  this 
was  done 

SECTION  E* — Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

Milk  Supply- 

The  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  were  inspected  during  the  year.  All  were  found  to  be  clean, 
well  ventilated,  and  complying  with  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Orders-  Under  the  Milk  (special 
regulations)  Order  1936,  the  milk  was  examined  through  the  agency  of  the  County  Council 
Officials,  particularly  Grade  A (T.T.)  Milk.  All  the  necessitous  children  were  supplied  with  this 
grade  free  at  the  three  Elementary  Schools  by  the  County  Education  Authority,  and  a large 
percentage  of  the  other  Scholars  took  advantage  of  this  opportunity  of  obtaining  milk.  The 
Government  Veterinary  Surgeons  were  responsible  for  the  examination  of  Tuberculin  Tested 
Herds-  The  number  of  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  on  the  Register  December,  1938  was  twenty  five, 
and  the  Register  is  kept  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Council. 

Meat  and  other  Foods- 

There  are  four  Registered  Slaughter  Houses  in  the  district.  All  were  visited  and  found 
to  be  clean,  well  ventilated  and  in  a satisfactory  sanitary  condition-  Section  1 of  the  Slaughter 
of  Animals  Act,  1933  was  adopted  to  cover  the  slaughter  of  sheep,  ewes,  wethers,  and  lamb.  All 
the  slaughter  houses  and  the  majority  of  the  carcases  were  inspected  by  the  Meat  Officer.  The 
Register  is  kept  by  the  Meat  Officer,  and  no  complaint  was  received  during  the  year.

SECTION  F. 

Prevalence  of,  and  control  over  Infectious  and  other  Diseases. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

Ten  persons  were  notified  to  be  suffering  from  Scarlet  Fever,  and  six  were  removed  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital,  the  other  four  cases  were  treated  at  home  for  the  following  reasons,  one  had 
Whooping  Cough  as  well  as  Scarlet  Fever,  another  in  an  advanced  dequamation  stage,  there  was

no  accommodation  in  the  hospital  for  the  third,  and  the  fourth  resided  outside  the  town  and  was 
well  isolated.  All  these  cases  were  notified  during  the  first  three  months  of  the  year,  and 
( yyos)  evidently^continuation  of  the  epidemic  ^«e  prevalent  during  the  last  three  months  of  1937. 
The  infected  persons  were  well  isolated,  and  the  homes  thorougly  disinfected. 


Diphtheria- 

Three  children  were  notified  to  be  suffering  from  Diphtheria,  and  all  removed  to 
the  Hospital.  Of  the  above  two  were  on  a visit  to  the  district  from  Manchester,  and  were  notified 
the  day  after  their  arrival  here  Anti-diphtheritic  Serum  was  injected  in  each  case,  and  every 
precaution  adopted  to  arrest  the  disease. 

The  County  Council  recently  adopted  the  following  resolutions  in  connection  with 
Diphtheria  immunisation. 

1.  That  the  principle  of  immunisation  of  School  Children  against  Diphtheria  be  approved* 

2.  That  as  a preliminary  step,  immunisation  be  undertaken  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres 
by  way  of  a general  offer  to  parents  to  immunise  their  children  against  Diphtheria,  the  expense 
thereof  to  be  borne  by  the  County  Council. 

3-  That  the  question  of  the  immunisation  of  School  Children  be  further  considered,  and 
that  a letter  be  addressed  to  the  Board  of  Education,  to  ascertain  whether  the  Board  are  pre- 
pared to  approve  of  the  immuninsation  of  School  Children  in  the  Schools  by  the  Local 
Education  Authority. 

Influenzal  Pneumonia.

Three  cases  wer-tootified,  of  which  one  was  a transferable  case  from  Chesire,  she  received 
institutional  treatment  before  coming  to  reside  in  the  district,  the  male  patient  was  admitted 
to  Hospital,  the  female  patient  was  76  years  of  age  and  refused  institutional  treatment.  All  the 
cases  were  promptly  notified,  and  examined  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  during  his  monthly 
visit  to  the  Centre  It  is  the  general  rule  to  have  all  the  suspected  persons  radiographed  and 
the  sputum  examined.  All  contacts  were  examined,  and  old  cases  kept  under  observation  by 
the  Tuberculosis  Officer.  In  case  of  death  or  removal  of  the  patient,  the  infected  houses  and 
clothing,  including  bedding,  were  disinfected. 

The  number  on  the  Register  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  as  follows  : —

No  action  was  taken  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1925  Section  62. 

The  three  deaths  which  occured  in  the  district  during  the  year  were  notified,  this 
procedure  has  always  been  efficient. 

Bake-houses. 

There  are  four  Public  Bake-houses  in  the  district,  and  three  others  connected  with  confect- 
ioners’ shops.  All  were  inspected  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  found  satisfactory,  with  the 
exception  of  a few  minor  defects. 

Workshops  and  Factories. 

There  are  three  Tobacco  Factories  and  six  Workshops  in  the  district,  which  were  visited 
and  found  to  comply  with  the  Regulations.  No  application  was  received  for  a certificate  of 
fitness  for  employment  in  the  Factory  or  Workshop. 

I append  the  report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  to  whom  I tender  my  thanks  for  his  ready 
and  willing  co-operation  at  all  times  I also  desire  to  express  my  great  gratitude  to  the  Chairman, 
Members  and  Clerk  of  the  Council  for  their  courtsey  and  general  support.

Water  Supply. 

There  are  16  Public  Pumps  and  10  Public  Wells  and  several  Private  Wells  in  the  District 
which  are  all  periodically  inspected  by  the  Medical  Officer  and  myself,  are  from  time  to 
time  cleansed  and  lime-washed  where  necessary  by  the  Council  employees,  all  are  well 
protected  from  animal  or  any  other  source  of  pollution  as  you  will  have  noticed  in  my 
monthly  report- 

Bake-houses. 

The  Medical  Officer  and  myself  inspected  the  Public  Bakehouses.  Tredath  Bakehouse 
being  practically  a new  building  which  is  very  well  kept,  also  the  Skerries  bakery,  Amlwch 
Port,  the  others  being  old  buildings  but  are  kept  properly  lime-washed  and  clean. 

Street  Scavenging, 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Council  workmen,  all  the  road  sweepings  etc-  is  carted  to 
the  dumping  ground- 
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Drains. 

No  new  drains  were  constructed  during  the  year,  several  old  drains  were  attended  to  and 
cesspools  cleaned,  the  main  drains  at  Bull  Bay  were  attended  to  and  is  now  in  proper  working 
order  as  I have  previously  reported  to  you. 

House  Refuse. 

The  collection  of  house  refuse  is  carried  out  as  follows  weekly  by  the  Council  employees 
in  a covered  horse  drawn  cart,  from  the  Town,  Amlwch  Port,  and  Tanybryn  Road.  The  refuse 
etc-  is  cleared  from  Bull  Bay  in  a covered  hired  Motor  lorry  weekly  during  the  summer  months 
and  fortnightly  during  the  winter  months,  total  amount  of  refuse  etc.  collected  864  loads- 

Sanitary  Pails 

The  Sanitary  Pails  in  the  Town,  Amlwch  Port,  Pentrefelin,  Tanybryn  Road,  and  Schools 
are  removed  and  exchanged  with  clean  limewased  pails  weekly,  the  work  is  carried  out  betewen 
the  hours  of  4 a.m.  and  7 a.m.  by  the  Council  emyloyees  with  a covered  horse  drawn  Sanitary 
Waggon,  contents  of  pails  is  buried  at  the  dumping  ground,  with  ashes,  road  sweepings  and 
refuse,  etc-
